(5) Each publication listed in an information disclosure statement must be identified by 
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C.F.R. § 1.97(f). 

NOTE: The "filing date of a national application " under 37 C.F.R. 1 .97(b) has two possible meanings. Where the filing 
is a direct one to the United States Patent & Trademark office, the filing is defined in 37 C.F.R. 1.53(b) as "the 
date on which: (I) A specification containing a description pursuant to § 1. 71 and at least one claim pursuant 
to § 1. 75; and (2) any drawing required by § 1.81(a). are filed in the Patent and Trademark Office in the name 
of the actual inventor or inventors as required by § 1.41." 37 C.F.R. 1.97(b)(1). On the other hand, an 
international application that enters the national stage occurs when the applicant has filed the documents and 
fees required by 35 U.S.C. § 371(c) within the periods set forth in § 1.494 or § 1.495. 35 U.S.C. § 371(c) requires 
the fling of the following: (1) the national fee; (2) a copy of the international application, unless already sent 
by the International Bureau, and an English translation if filed in another language; (3) amendments under PCT 
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made in another language. 37 C.F.R. 1.97(b)(2). 
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no Office action has been mailed if the disclosure statement is delayed until after three months from fling. " 

NOTE: "An information disclosure statement will be considered to have been fled on the day it was received in the 
Office, or on an earlier date of a mailing if accompanied by a properly executed certificate of mailing under 3 7 
C.F.R. 1.8, or Express Mail certificate under 37 C.F.R. 1. 10. An office action is mailed on the date indicated in 
the Office action. " Notice of April 20, 1992 (1138 O.G. 37-41, 39). 

NOTE: "The term 'national application ' includes continuing applications (continuations, divisions, continuations- 
in-part) so three-months will be measured from the actual filing dale of an application as opposed [sic] to 
the effective date of a continuing application." Notice of April 20, 1992 (1 138 O.G. 37-41, 39). 
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NOTE: "An action on the merits means an action which treats the patentability of the claims in an application, as 
opposed to only formal or procedural requirements. An action on the merits would, for example, contain a 
rejection or indication of allowability of a claim or claims rather than just a restriction requirements (37
